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A MASSIVE marketing boost has 
been planned for 2009 to improve 
the city’s fortunes in the wake of 
poor sales over the festive period. 

City council chiefs are holding talks with 
traders to fine-tune plans to help keep the tills 
ringing despite the gloomy economic forecast 
in a move which should also help boost trade 
in Whitstable and Heme Bay. 

The move comes as shopkeepers count the 
cost of a New Year sales slump and a return of 
thrift and frugality. 

City centre manager Philippe Esclasse said 
many shops had reported sales were down on 
last year, and that shoppers’ spending habits 
had become more utilitarian. 

He said: “Instead of fashionable shoes, people 
are buying sensible shoes. Instead of high 
fashion clothes they are buying sensible, good 
quality winter clothes. 

“It’s the same with food. People are buying 
good, simple food instead of luxury food. People 
are only buying what they need.” 

Mr Esclasse said pre-Christmas trading had 
been particularly bad, despite many sales 
starting before the holiday period. 

The first few days of the January sales - 
which saw discounts of up to 70 per cent - 
were comparable to last year, but this has not 
been sustained. 

Some clothing chains, including Monsoon, 
refused to comment on how specific stores 
were faring, citing commercial sensitivity, but 
confirmed the situation was difficult. The

Petition targets 
'minority sport' 
volleyball plans 


CAMPAIGNERS have 
called on the city council to 
overturn its decision to 
grant planning permission 
for beach volleyball courts 
at the Victoria recreation 
ground in Canterbury 

A petition with more than 50 sig¬ 
natories has been presented to the 
city council, arguing that beach vol¬ 
leyball is a niche sport that does not 
warrant selling off the disused grass 
tennis courts they will replace. 

The petition reads: “Please tell us 
where we can go to enjoy open space, 
to run and play with our children, 
grandchildren and pets and interact 
with other human beings? 

“What gives you the right to take 
away free play from our children, 
especially low-income families?” 

Despite some complaints, council¬ 
lors gave their blessing for the pro¬ 
posal in October after deciding it was 
“an improvement to the social well¬ 
being of the area”. 

The volleyball courts will be built 
on land which represents approxi¬ 
mately one-fiftieth of the total area 
of the recreation ground. 

They will be run by Canterbury 
High School, although five primary 
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schools will also be able to use the 
courts free, and a pay-and-play 
scheme will be organised to make 
the courts available to sports clubs 
and the public. 

Land to build the four volleyball 
courts will be leased to Canterbury 
High School. 

The petition also contains emails 
from teams which use the recreation 
ground, arguing that football should 
take precedence over less main¬ 
stream sports. 

One anonymous email reads: “I 
cannot recall a single person I know 
who plays volleyball. There is a per¬ 
fectly good venue at the university. 

“The school and the headmaster 
make me angry. He is not consider¬ 
ing the people of Canterbury at all. 
Football has always been a sport for 
all, young and old.” 

However the city council’s approval 
of the proposal has led to the resur¬ 
rection of the Canterbury City 
Volleyball Club, which plans to use 
the new courts as a base. 

A letter of objection was also 
rceived from the Open Spaces 
Society, which argued that land 
should not be “hived off for a school 
sports facility”.

manager of the Ann Summers store 
said: “There just doesn’t seem to be 
the volume of people seen in previous 
years. I don’t know where they’ve all 
gone.” 

Mr Esclasse suggested this year’s 
restrained spending was due to con¬ 
cerns about the future. 

He said: “One of the biggest prob¬ 
lems is the uncertainty. No experts 
have come forward to say what the 
future holds or when things will 
improve, so people are saving in case 
it gets worse.” 

Independent shops which cannot 
match the chains’ heavy discounting 
are focusing on other strengths to see 
them through the tough times. 

Michelle Ferrari, manager of Angels 
clothes shop in St Margaret’s Street, 
said: “I have a good group of girls who 
listen to what customers want, then 
we can source it for them. We don’t 
charge extra and it keeps people com¬ 
ing back. Larger shops can’t do that.” 

Not everyone is reporting a bad 
month, however. Colin Gamer, man¬ 
ager of Ecco Shoes in Mercery Lane, 
said: ‘We’re doing all right, touch 
wood. It’s not too bad at the moment. 

“We have a strong reputation. 
People look for our shoes and we have 
a loyal customer base who keep com¬ 
ing back. But it is tough out there.” 

And there were still enough people 
to fill cafes and other businesses 
which rely on crowds attracted by the 
shops. 

Jenna White, of Shake Shed in Sun 
Street, said: “Christmas was busy for 
us. However, there has been a clear 
difference in shopping patterns. 
Shoppers are being very careful not to 
buy unless the offer is too good to 
miss.”

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Beaney dig ready to 
reveal city's secrets 



HIDDEN HISTORY: Canterbury Archaeological Trust has high hopes for the Beaney Institute excavation 
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ROMAN artefacts are among the 
historic finds archaeologists expect 
to uncover when they begin a dig at 
the Beaney Institute later this year 
prior to redevelopment. 

The three-month dig, costing £350,000, is 
expected to begin in April and experts are look¬ 
ing forward to uncovering centuries of 
Canterbury history buried beneath the iconic 
Victorian building. 

Paul Bennett, director of the Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust, said: “It is right in the 
centre of a very important part of the city. 

“It is right next to the site of the Forum 
Basilica, the most important Roman building 
in the city. We might make some very signifi¬ 
cant finds. 

“We know the site was also in the centre of 
the Anglo-Saxon town, and at the heart of the 
medieval city, so this could be a very interesting 
dig.” 

Exploratory trenches have already uncovered 
evidence of Roman roads and timber-framed 
buildings which the Canterbury Archaeological 
Trust says are probably medieval. 

But despite the importance of the dig, experts 
say it is extremely unlikely the Beaney redevel¬ 
opment project will be held up in any way. 

Mr Bennett said: “It would have to be some¬ 
thing really exceptional for it to be preserved in 
situ, and that would require substantial 
redrawing of the development plans. 

“But I can’t really think of anything that 
would warrant this. It has been planned in 
great detail, and we have agreed to preserve in 


record as opposed to preserve in situ. If we 
found a mosaic, for example, it would be taken 
up and displayed somewhere.” 

Archaeologists plan to dig several trenches on 
the site, with a deep excavation in the base¬ 
ment where it is hoped they will uncover 
Roman remains. 

The site is important because it has been at 
the centre of the city for centuries and should 
provide a rich seam of new information about 
Canterbury’s history. 

The Forum Basilica was the central market 


place and law courts, and would have been at 
the centre of Roman life along with three other 
important civic buildings in the city - the baths 
(beneath Waterstone’s book shop), the temple 
and the theatre. 

The Beaney redevelopment project aims to 
conserve and enhance the late Victorian build¬ 
ing, provide a new extension, and transform the 
range and quality of displays and services on 
offer. 

The Beaney Institute will close at the end of 
February and reopen in 2011. 


'High-speed link 
of little benefit' 

ABOVE-inflation rises in train fares 
have been attacked by local Liberal 
Democrats, who have accused rail firm 
Southeastern of misleading passengers 
over journey times. 

Commuters who travel from 
Whitstable to London are facing an eight 
per cent increase in the cost of their jour¬ 
ney into work. 

Canterbury and Whitstable Lib Dem 
parliamentary spokesman Guy Voizey 
said the increase was unjustified and 
claimed Southeastern was exaggerating 
the benefits of the new high-speed link 
due to operate later this year. 

He said: ‘Whitstable commuters are 
being asked to subsidise a service they 
will get no benefit from. 

“A poster at the town station suggests a 
reduction in travel times of 25 minutes 
from 101 minutes, the average peak time, 
to 76 minutes. 

“In truth, the average peak journey 
time today is about 84 minutes, based on 
the average into Cannon Street, a mere 
eight minutes slower than the anticipat¬ 
ed fastest time with the new high-speed 
link.”

Clean break with 
criminal past for 
jail work gangs 


FIREFIGHTERS who tackled the 
fatal blaze at a Heme Bay residen¬ 
tial home last week have been 
praised for their professionalism. 

Crew members rescued an elder¬ 
ly man from his burning flat in 
sheltered accommodation in 
Churchill Avenue shortly after 
10pm on Monday, December 29. 

But despite their efforts to treat 
the victim, he died later in hospital. 

Steve Griffiths, Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service’s assistant director 
of community safety, said: “Their 
extensive training was fully evident 
and although we are sadly reflect¬ 
ing on the death, the crews worked 
really hard in very difficult circum¬ 
stances to limit the loss of life and 
property.” 

Two appliances from Heme Bay 
and one from Whitstable were sent 
to the blaze, which is believed to 
have been started accidently. 

After the rescue, crews adminis¬ 
tered oxygen to the man before 
handing over to paramedics. 

Firefighters prevented the blaze 
spreading to other flats in the two- 
storey building. 

Mr Griffiths said: “The crews 
from Heme Bay did an excellent job 
in containing the blaze and reassur¬ 
ing the other residents.” 


CONVICTS could soon be clearing 
the gardens of elderly and disabled 
council tenants in Canterbury, 
Whitstable and Heme Bay. 

And they might also be spmcing 
up communal ground as part of a 
new plan to rehabilitate offenders. 

The Active Citizenship Together 
project will see prisoners nearing the 
end of their sentences at Stamford 
Hill open prison on the Isle of 
Sheppey bussed out to perform work 
in the community. 

Head of housing Larissa Laing 
said: “There are lots of advantages. 
They can get a feel for what it is like 
outside an institution and meet peo¬ 
ple in a normal setting. 

“They get a sense of worth from it 
and people in the community can see 
that the prisoners are not ‘evil’. 

“It also benefits the community as 
people are provided with low-cost 
services.” 

The idea has been piloted for the 


last 12 months by Swale council and 
the Swale Housing Association. 

There have been no incidents 
where the prisoners have misbe¬ 
haved and the scheme has won 
praise for its efforts. 

Even so, a strict set of mles and 
procedures will be put in place to 
ensure nothing goes wrong. 

Prisoners chosen for the scheme 
will all be serving the last 18 months 
of their sentences and have already 
earned the tmst of staff inside the 
prison walls. 

The teams of five will be super¬ 
vised by prison guards at all times, 
and will only be allowed to work out¬ 
side tenants’ homes. 

In addition, all tools will be locked 
away as soon as they are finished 
with and the prisoners will not be 
allowed to use blades. 

A pilot scheme on council land is 
expected to run in the Canterbury 
district until April.

No more despair as 
Karl sees the light 
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FROM homeless drug-user to 
aspiring Royal Marine, Karl’s 
story is one of hard work and 
ambition overcoming drugs and 
despair - with help from 
Canterbury charity Porchlight. 

Karl is 19 and lives at the Porchlight 
young persons’ hostel in Canterbury. He 
traces the beginning of his problems to 
when he started smoking cannabis. 

He said: “I had a circle of mates who were 
into cannabis. I got a part-time job at a 
supermarket which developed in to a full¬ 
time one, which was great. 

“However, the repetitiveness and a 
change in management got to me. I began 
wondering what I was doing there and 
started taking more and more cannabis, 
spending up to £40 a day. 

“The problem with cannabis is that when 
you’re not happy it makes things so much 
worse.” 

Karl started on a downward spiral and 
after quitting his job things began to get out 
of control. 

He said: “I’d wake up about 2pm or 3pm, 
go out with my mates until about 10pm and 
come back really wrecked. 

“That was the routine. The arguments 
were building and building with my par¬ 
ents. 

“It’s difficult anyway because my dad is 
disabled, he has a form of multiple sclero-

sis. He was diagnosed when I was eight. He 
walks like he is 80 years old but is only 50. 

“They don’t have much money because 
my mum is a full-time carer. They can’t 
afford to keep me if I’m not working. It got 
to the point where I was £1,000 in debt with 
my mum, most of which I had spent on 
cannabis.” 

His parents eventually threw him out of 
their Canterbury home and Karl found 
accommodation at a temporary night shel¬ 
ter. 

He was referred to Porchlight and five 
months later moved on to the young per¬ 
son’s project where, with the support of his 
key worker, he is turning his life around. 

The support the charity is providing has 
helped Karl to focus on his Prince’s Trust 
course, which has inspired him to pursue a 
career in the Army. 

He said: “The career I am looking for now 
is a Royal Marine. I want to be a leader. I’ve 
only just got my confidence back. 

“I believe I can do anything I want to do, 
not like when I was at rock bottom. 

“I genuinely believed I couldn’t do any¬ 
thing. It is quite easy to get influenced and 
get dragged down. You have to learn to back 
away and do your own thing.”

Radical action 
planned to end 
town gridlock 


MORE traffic wardens, a one-way 
system and a park and ride site 
could all be part of plans to 
improve Whitstable’s struggling 
road system. 

City council transport bosses will call on 
Kent County Council to investigate “radical” 
options to tackle Whitstable’s traffic prob¬ 
lems with a report to be presented to county 
chiefs this month. 

The detailed report brings together several 
plans, some of which have already been pilot¬ 
ed in the town, to tackle specific problems 
which can bring Whitstable to a standstill, 
especially in the holiday season. 

Limited parking and a lack of enforcement 
has led to narrow roads becoming clogged 
with cars, many illegally parked. 

And the city council has also admitted the 
two-way system in the town is not working. 

Head of transport and engineering Viv 
Pritchard said: “The regulations were origi¬ 
nally established to balance the needs of 
pedestrians, disabled people, businesses, 
motorists, delivery companies and bus and 
coach operators. 

“Given the very limited width of the streets 
in many areas, there is simply not enough 
room to allow parking and maintain a free 
flow of traffic.” 

To test one aspect of the plans, from June 
2008, traffic wardens were stationed perma- 
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nently in the town for 12 weeks, with instruc¬ 
tions to take notes on parking habits and 
enforce the rules where necessary. 

They found a large number of drivers 
parked on double yellow lines and overstay¬ 
ing their time in loading bays. 

More problems were caused by blue badge 
holders, who are allowed to park on double 
yellow lines but by doing so caused long tail¬ 
backs. 

But introducing the wardens worked and 
parking problems decreased significantly. 
Now the city council is looking at increasing 
the presence of traffic wardens in the town, 
but says it must balance this against enforc¬ 
ing regulations in other areas. 

A park and ride scheme is also being con¬ 
sidered, but the city council is keeping tight- 
lipped as to where and how this might be set 
up. 

The scheme hinges on cost and finding a 
suitable location. Detailed analysis has yet to 
be carried out, said the city council. 

Making the town centre one-way would be 
the responsibility of KCC’s highways depart¬ 
ment, but this has been suggested to the 
county authority by the city council. 

The report also details minor changes to 
parking regulations in the High Street and 
Oxford Street, and an increase in parking 
spaces due to use of the Oyster Bowls Club.

They replace the toilets opposite in St 
Peter’s Place, which will be closed and 
removed next year as part of the Westgate 
Gardens improvements. 

Cllr Jenny Samper, said: “By introducing a 
small charge we can provide the facilities 
around the clock, which is something resi¬ 
dents have told us they want.” 

Trade takes a hammering 
as three businesses shut 

MOTORWORLD has shut its doors in 
Whitstable, adding to the woes of the town’s 
traders. 

Woolworths closed for the final time last 
week, leaving one of the town’s prime retail 
sites vacant. The lease will be sold off as part 
of a deal being negotiated by administrators 
Deloitte. 

Motorworld cited rent problems for the clo¬ 
sure of its Oxford Street outlet, while estate 
agent Dillinger Scott has paid the price for 
the decline in the property market by shut¬ 
ting its outlet, also in Oxford Street.

Kitchen blaze warning 

FIREFIGHTERS who attended 12 kitchen 
fires over Christmas are appealing for home- 
owners to take more care when cooking as we 
go into the New Year. 

The blazes occurred between December 20 
and 29, with more than half taking place on 
Christmas Day and Boxing Day. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service’s head of com¬ 
munity safety Stuart Skilton said: “Fortunately 
no-one was injured, although several homes 
sustained smoke damage and without working 
smoke alarms fitted the consequences could 
have been far worse. 

“Unattended cooking, overheated oil in 
chip pans, deep fat fryers, along with dirty 
ovens and grill pans are the main causes of 
cooking fires. 

“A moment’s distraction, especially if under 
the influence of alcohol, could find you faced 
with a serious fire that could take your home 
or your life.”

Q Can you tell us about your role as fund-raising support 
assistant? 

A My main duties as FSA are to provide sup¬ 
port to two fund-raising managers and 
ensure the office runs smoothly. 

Often I am the first point of contact, so I 
meet a diverse range of people. On a typical 
day I’ll speak to volunteers such as committee 
members or our schools speaker, Macmillan 
staff and other supporters who may be doing 
anything from sponsored slims to running 
marathons to raise money. 

I am also responsible for thanking donors 
and banking donations, writing press releases 
for our website, providing admin support dur¬ 
ing local and national events and solving prac¬ 
tical problems in our office.

A Macmillan provides practical, medical, 
emotional and financial support to people 
affected by cancer.

At a local level we have more than 100 Kent- 
based Macmillan nurses, doctors and other 
health professionals such as our dietician and 
speech and language therapist, who have the 
expert knowledge to help make living with 
cancer easier. 

In 2007, Macmillan gave more than 
£210,000 in small grants to about 600 Kent 
cancer patients. These grants can help cover 
the cost of transport to hospital, a warm duvet, 
or even a much-needed family holiday.

It was great to see the team 
in action and to introduce myself to our sup¬ 
porters and volunteers. 

I am very involved with our Medway group, 
which raises funds solely for the Macmillan 
Cancer Care Unit at Medway Maritime 
Hospital in Gillingham. 

We organised a fund-raising day in October 
which made £500.1 support the group by rais¬ 
ing awareness of events, providing fund¬ 
raising materials and sourcing raffle prizes. 
Our Christmas fair included a perfume tom¬ 
bola from John Lewis. We raised more than 
£1,000, which was fantastic. 

In September I hosted my own coffee morn¬ 
ing as part of Macmillan’s World’s Biggest 
Coffee Morning.

Water shortage fears 
for the Kent desert

KENT falls into a part of the UK 
which has less water per head of 
population than that available to 
the inhabitants of largely desert 
countries Morocco and Egypt. 

The county is one of the areas of “serious 
water stress” identified in an Environment 
Agency report on the state of the nation’s sup¬ 
plies which states that in the event of a hot dry 
summer rationing and hosepipe bans would 
inevitably come into force. 

The survey warns that many lakes, estuar¬ 
ies and rivers are drained so quickly to provide 
fresh water for Britain’s growing population 
there is a danger to wildlife and public sup¬ 
plies during dry years. 

The Environment Agency says people are 
still wasting too much water in their homes, 
while water companies are allowing supplies 
to escape from leaking pipes. 

It calls for the speedier introduction of water 
meters such as those introduced in Folkestone 
and on Romney Marsh - and for more reser¬ 
voirs and desalination plants to be considered 
only as a last resort. 

Trevor Bishop, the head of water resources, 
said: “We are trying to change the way we 
manage water resources and put in place the 
right incentives for people to use less water. 

“There are three main ways - metering of 
customers, tackling leakage and more water 
efficiency in the home.” 

According to the agency, homes with meters 
use 13 per cent less water than those paying 
fixed water rates. 

Mr Bishop added: “We are calling for meters, 
but done in the right way.” 

The report says the pressure is greatest in 
the South East and warns that the risk of 
water shortages, hosepipe bans and other 
restrictions will increase in the next few 
decades. 


“Over the next 30 years, there will be 
increasing pressures from the rising popula¬ 
tion and associated development,” it states. 

“Looking further ahead, the impact of cli¬ 
mate change could have a major impact on the 
water available for all uses.” 

Computer forecasts of climate change sug¬ 
gest winters will be wetter on average in 
Britain but summers will be drier, particular¬ 
ly in the South East. 


Compared to the rest of Europe, water 
resources are under greater stress only in 
drier countries such as Cyprus, Malta, Spain 
and Italy, the report added. 

In recent years hosepipe bans have been 
introduced in the summer across much of 
the county and supplies - including those 
drawn from Bewl Water - have had to be 
supplemented by river water from the 
Medway.

Drop in stab deaths 

FIVE people were stabbed to death on the 
streets of Kent and Medway last year, new 
figures have revealed. 

The Conservatives found that the num¬ 
ber of fatal stabbings in England and 
Wales during 2007-08 had reached a record 
high with five people a week nationally los¬ 
ing their lives to knife crime. 

Figures for Kent Police showed five peo¬ 
ple had been killed due to knife violence in 
2007-08, down from six in 2006-07. 

James Brokenshire, the shadow home 
affairs minister, called for the offence of 
knife possession to carry an automatic jail 
sentence. 

“The Government’s only response is short 
term, ad-hoc police operations, the results 
of which they spin and manipulate anyway 
to try and get a good story, 2009 must her¬ 
ald a new approach.”

A THIRD of mammals in the UK - 
including many species regularly 
encountered in the Kent country¬ 
side - are in “serious decline”, a dis¬ 
turbing report has revealed. 

Dormice, water voles and harvest mice are 
among the creatures under threat, the State of 
Britain’s Mammals survey warns. 

And even the hedgehog - once a common vis¬ 
itor to many gardens - is under threat because 
of fewer hibernation sites. 

The industrialisation of the countryside, the 
rise of invasive predators and modem farming 
techniques are to blame for falls in the num¬ 
bers of about 40 species. 

The report reveals that the number of water 
voles - a species immortalised by Ratty in The 
Wind in the Willows - has fallen by 88 per cent 
in the last 25 years. 

They have been devastated by American 
mink that have escaped from fur farms. 

Vazel dormice populations have fallen by 23 
per cent the report, written for the People’s 
Tmst for Endangered Species, found. 

The list of animals most at risk now includes 
18 species - or 30 per cent of all land mam¬ 
mals in the UK. 

Chief executive Jill Nelson said although 
hedgehogs remain a relatively common sight 
in gardens across the UK, their numbers have

Partnership's 
protection is 
always there 
for victims 

KENT Police are working with the 
National Centre for Domestic Violence to 
provide victims with access to legal repre¬ 
sentation 24 hours a day, all year round. 

The partnership was launched at Kent 
Police College with Chief Superintendent 
Lee Catling, centre chief executive officer 
Steve Connor and local solicitors present. 

The National Centre for Domestic 
Violence gives free legal advice and repre¬ 
sentation to victims of domestic abuse and 
helps them obtain court non-molestation 
orders, also known as injunctions. 

An injunction stops a violent or abusive 
partner or ex-partner from using or threat¬ 
ening violence. 

Chief Supt Catling said: “This partner¬ 
ship will help police officers in protecting 
victims and their families from abusers. 

“Police and public protection unit officers 
will be able to refer victims to the centre for 
advice, which will help them start to rebuild 
their lives free from violence and abuse. 
Officers will be able to help victims seek 
free legal advice quickly. 

“It is a criminal offence to breach non¬ 
molestation orders and we will arrest any¬ 
one breaching court orders.” 

Mr Connor said: “Domestic violence is a 
cowardly crime. Our partnership with Kent 
Police will give anyone needing legal advice 
or an injunction fast access to our service, 
which is free to all regardless of race, reli¬ 
gion, sexual orientation or financial circum¬ 
stances. 

“By standing together, we will send out a 
message that this horrific crime will not be 
tolerated and that we will work to bring 
abusers to justice.” 

The centre is able to offer assistance at 
court using a ‘MacKenzie friend’ - a person 
who can offer legal advice - to accompany 
victims throughout proceedings. Leaflets 
publicising the partnership and the new 
services available in Kent and Medway are 
on display around the county.

SAMUEL L Jackson is 
humming a ditty and 
looks so happy with the 
world, it’s impossible not 
to beam at him as he 
shakes my hand. 

The 60-year-old actor has plenty 
of reasons to be content. For a 
start, he’s sitting next to the ever- 
glamorous Scarlett Johansson 
and he’s just been honoured with 
a prestigious American Cinema¬ 
theque Award for his contribution 
to movies. 

Today, at a luxurious London 
hotel, he’s in an ebullient mood. 
He’s very enthusiastic about his 
latest film role in the daringly 
comic-like film adaptation of Will 
Eisner’s The Spirit. 

Samuel plays The Octopus, a 
deeply disturbed scientist and 
master of the criminal under¬ 
world, while 24-year-old Scarlett 
is his sexy sidekick Silken Floss. 

It’s clear from the way the pair 
are so relaxed and chatty with 
each other that they forged a 
strong friendship on set. 

“We definitely enjoyed our¬ 
selves,” says Scarlett, flashing 
Sam a cheeky smile. 

“Amazingly we’d only see each 
other at award shows, but the 
moment we got on the plane 
together leaving LA, we kind of 
went ‘Right, we’re going to have a 
good time’,” explains Sam. 

‘We just looked at each other 
and smiled and laughed and I 
thought ‘OK, I like her’. We con¬ 
nected immediately and we had a 
good time every day. No matter 
what kind of time anyone else 
was having, we had a good time.” 

The Spirit tells the story of 
Denny Colt (played by newcomer 
Gabriel Macht), a murdered 
policeman who has mysteriously 
come back to life as the masked 


crime-fighter, The Spirit. He has 
just one goal in mind, keeping his 
beloved Central City safe from vil¬ 
lains like The Octopus, but he still 
finds time for a string of beautiful 
women who either want to love or 
kill him. 

With Sin City creator and direc¬ 
tor Frank Miller at the helm, Sam 
and Scarlett were given free rein 
to play around with their baddie 
image, particularly because their 
characters were only roughly 


sketched out in Will Eisner’s orig¬ 
inal 40s comic. 

We’re used to seeing Sam tack¬ 
ling a range of character-driven 
roles in films ranging from Pulp 
Fiction to Snakes On A Plane. But 
it’s unusual to see Scarlett, who 
made her name through a mix of 
indie films and costume dramas, 
in such a quirky role. 

The Octopus and Silken go 
through an incredible number of 
costume changes - one minute 



they’re a samurai warrior and 
geisha and the next Scarlett’s in a 
very revealing nurse’s outfit with 
curly white wig. 

“A lot of times you’re a character 
like a journalist, for instance, and 
you don’t have the opportunity to 
be all costumed and glamorous 
and really play with different 
looks,” the actress explains. 

“I was really inspired by the 
golden age of Hollywood, by 
Lucille Ball and other actresses 
from the 40s. I wanted to play 
with that film noir look. But 
you’re not necessarily conscious of 
it while you’re working. It’s some¬ 
thing you do and when the direc¬ 
tor says Wow, you look fabulous’, 
you’re like Yes, that two hours in 
hair and make-up was worth it’!” 

Next year Scarlett will be back 
on screen with Jennifer Aniston 
and Drew Barrymore in He’s Not 
That Into You, while Sam has just 
finished ‘torturing’ Michael Sheen 
in the thriller Unthinkable. 

But before then the pair cele¬ 
brated the festive season at home 
in the States with their families - 
Sam with his wife of 28 years 
Latanya and their daughter Zoe - 
and Scarlett with her new hus¬ 
band, actor Ryan Reynolds.

appeal, there is also an MP3 audio connection 
on most models. 

Leg, shoulder and headroom front and rear 
has increased across the board and Vauxhall 
claims the cabin is one of the quietest in its 
class, with reduced NVH (noise, vibration and 
harshness). Having driven several versions 
now, I can’t argue with that and the car han¬ 
dles and rides in a much tidier fashion than of 
old too - there is even a cracking little VXR 
‘pocket rocket’ model.

SHOPPERS have given Westwood Cross 
a vote of confidence in the latest survey 
by Business Bluprints.

EVEN economic downturns have 
their silent majorities - more than 
half of companies in Kent say they 
are either unaffected by the cur¬ 
rent slowdown or are performing 
well and growing. 

And a fifth are confident of a recovery in the 
coming months. This is proof that, while it’s 
the public duty of the media to report what is 
going on, there is always another side of the 
coin that needs polishing. 

The Financial and Business Services Survey 
2008 commissioned by investment promotion 
agency Locate in Kent shows that almost a 
quarter of companies feel prospects are better 
for being based in Kent rather than elsewhere 
in the UK. 

When asked how the economic climate was 
impacting on their business, encouragingly, 
almost a third - 29 per cent - reported that

they were still performing well and growing. 

Just under half of respondents felt that their 
businesses had suffered as a result of econom¬ 
ic downturn, and a further quarter responded 
that it had no impact. 

Companies in the business services sector 
seemed to be faring better in this economic cli¬ 
mate, with 36 per cent performing well, com¬ 
pared with 22 per cent in the financial sector. 

The majority of respondents were realistic 
about the potential consequences of the global 
economic crisis, with 57 per cent concerned 
about their business over the next two years. 

However, almost a third of respondents were 
confident their business would grow over the 
next few years. 

One in five respondents felt confident about 
a recovery in the coming months. 

When asked the biggest issue that compa¬ 


nies would face once the economic outlook 
improved, respondents cited fears of cash flow 
problems and the cost of finance, lack of client 
and consumer confidence, red tape and legisla¬ 
tion and the possibility of a slow recovery in 
the housing market. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “These results are not surprising 
given that we cannot get away from the hard 
economic truths we are facing. 

“However, there are some very encouraging 
results from this report. The fact that Kent’s 
location and solid transport links were so pos¬ 
itively rated gives us good reason to be opti¬ 
mistic about the future. 

“The improved links to central London will 
serve the county well as it looks to leverage 
opportunities such as the 2012 Olympics. 

“Access to international markets will become 
an essential lifeline for a number of compa¬ 
nies, underlining the importance of transport 
links in terms of business location choice.”

Oystermen boss in 
call for consistency

WHITSTABLE Town’s hopes of 
getting off to a fast start in 2009 
were put on hold after their game 
against Ashford Town was called off 
due to a frozen Belmont pitch. 

The Christmas period summed up the season 
so far for the Oystermen, with a handsome 5-1 
win against Chipstead followed by a dreadful 
3-0 defeat at Sittingboume. 

Inconsistency has plagued the team all sea¬ 
son and remains Town manager Marc Seager’s 
biggest headache going into the second half of 
the campaign. 

His biggest frustration is the team’s ability to 
win the one-off crunch games against sides 
around them in the Ryman South, but then fail 
to replicate the display week-in week-out. 

“When we look over the last four months, 
when we really need a result we just seem to 
do enough,” he said. “Against Corinthian 
Casuals we were bottom but put in a good per¬ 
formance and won. Walton Casuals we could 
have been bottom that day but pulled out a 
result, same with Chipstead, we moved up 
three places. Then we get into a comfort zone 
and you can’t afford to do that. 

“We have underachieved. The squad this year 
is stronger than last year and the players are 
disappointed with the way things have gone.” 

Despite his faith in the squad to climb out of 
trouble in the Ryman South, the performance 
at Sittingboume angered the Belmont boss, 
who suspected some of his line-up had over¬ 
indulged during the festive season. 

He said: “I don’t think some of them applied 
themselves properly, maybe a little bit too much 
Christmas spirit in some cases. At this level cer¬ 
tain things have to give way, that’s what makes 
average players good and vice versa.” 

The squad were in training on New Year’s 
Day in a bid to sharpen up for the visit of 
in-form Ashford, before the pitch succumbed to 
the weather. The postponement didn’t mean 
they had a day off, with the players training 
while Seager travelled to Sussex to watch 
Eastbourne Town and Burgess Hill, two oppo¬ 
nents later this month. 

Burgess Hill, three places and four points 
better off than Whitstable, are first up this 
Saturday. It begins a sequence of seven succes¬

KENT seamer Amjad Khan will 
have to settle for a place in the 
Lions squad after missing out on 
the England tour to the West 
Indies. 

The Denmark-born quick bowler was 
picked in the squad for the Test series 
with India after impressing while with 
the performance programme in Abu 
Dhabi. 

However, with Nottinghamshire seam¬ 
er Ryan Sidebottom expected to be fit for 
the trip to the Caribbean at the end of 
January, ahead of the first Test in 
Jamaica on February 4, Khan misses out, 
although he will get another chance to 
impress with the England Lions. 

Khan, together with Kent openers Joe 
Denly and Rob Key, have been picked in 
the squad for the tour to New Zealand, 
although off-spinner James Tredwell has 
not been included in the 14-man squad. 

Elsewhere at the club, Kent have 
released eight members of their county 
staff as financial constraints continue to 
bite at the St Lawrence Ground. 

The county announced earlier this 
month the £10 million redevelopment of 
their Canterbury ground could be 


delayed until 2010 after a contractor 
pulled out as a result of the economic 
downturn. 

Kent have conducted a review of the 
management structure and trimmed the 
club’s staff by eight, including Mike 
Grantham, who was head groundsman at 
the St Lawrence Ground. 

Kent are to install a business develop¬ 
ment department headed by Jamie 
Clifford, which will be responsible for the 
generation of all the club’s commercial 
revenue. 

Jon Fordham, as director of operations, 
will take full responsibility for all the 
club’s operations, while Neil Peck, direc¬ 
tor of finance, and Graham Ford, director 
of cricket, complete the senior manage¬ 
ment team. 

Andy Peirson has been installed as 
ground co-ordinator, which means he will 
be in charge of both pitches at 
Canterbury and Beckenham. 

Chief executive Paul Millman said: 
“The last 12 months have proved 
extremely challenging for the club, given 
the uncertainty in the economy and the 
unforeseen delays associated with our 
development plans at the St Lawrence 
Ground. It has been necessary to take a 
long, hard look at every aspect of our 
operation. 

“The reorganisation has led to a reduc¬ 
tion in staffing levels. Eight members of 
staff will be departing and I would like to 
thank them for all they have done for the 
club.”

CANTERBURY produced a spirited dis¬ 
play despite going down to National 
Three South title contenders Ealing as 
the season resumed after the Christmas 
break. 

Frozen pitches forced five of the division’s 
seven fixtures to be postponed on Saturday, 
but conditions in west London were suffi¬ 
ciently thawed to allow the game to go 
ahead.

Spectators braving the cold might have 
expected the division’s most prolific attack 
to run up a big score in the second half, but 
Canterbury held their own. 

Good work by Mike Melford set up a try 
under the posts for De Kock, who converted. 
Ealing put the result beyond doubt with two 
more tries, but the visitors had the last

Downturn 'will not 
hit City hub plans' 

PLANS for a community football hub on 
the outskirts of Canterbury are unlikely 
to be affected by the credit crunch, accord¬ 
ing to Canterbury City chairman Phil 
Knight. 

But the club 
are looking for a 
new temporary 
home away from 
Bridge for the 
men’s first team, 
in preparation 
for a second suc¬ 
cessive promo¬ 
tion. 

The prospect 
of a purpose- 
built site capa¬ 
ble of hosting 
high-level non¬ 
league football 
was a key rea¬ 
son for City’s ref¬ 
ormation in 

2007. Last July, 
the city council 
named Ridlands 
Farm, to the 
south of 

Canterbury, as its preferred site for the hub, 
which would include five-a-side pitches and 
a gym in addition to City’s new home 
ground. 

The economic downturn has seen con¬ 
struction projects, including Kent County 
Cricket Club’s planned redevelopment of 
the St Lawrence Ground, delayed or 
scrapped. However, Knight believes the hub 
project will not suffer the same fate. 

He said: “All the talk that has come back 
so far is that everything is fine. The key is 
the original money made available from the 
old stadium is in the bank, so we’re starting 
with that cash already. 

“The private investor is as keen as ever 
and everything I’ve heard from the city 
council is positive. We’re still looking at 
being ready in 2011.” 

The club’s men’s first team have played 
their home matches at Bridge Recreation 
Ground since reforming, but they could be 
months away from outgrowing the facili¬ 
ties. 

Following promotion last season, Dave 
Fairclough’s side top the Kent County 
League Division One East going into 2009, 
despite their game on Saturday being 
called off due to a frozen pitch. If they won 
the league they could not go up a level with¬ 
out moving, as clubs in the Premier 
Division need an enclosed space with a 
turnstile. 

“We’re looking at other alternatives,” 
Knight said. “There’s a ready made site at 
Hersden. The reserves and youth sides will 
stay at Bridge, but certainly the first team 
will need to come away from there if we get 
promoted.” 

Weather permitting, City have a Kent 
Intermediate Challenge Shield tie against 
Otford, at Canterbury High School, on 
Saturday.
